additional officers. I Kae instructed by Chief Lumpkin, upon 
arrival, to proceed to the sixth floor. There I assisted in 
aearchlng for additional evidence on this floor. 

Later, Chief Lumpkin put me in charge of a search team and 
Instructed me to start on the roof and work down to the basement 
making a thorough and complete search of all floors* When this 
asslgnaent was completed, I was relieved by Chief Lumpkin and 
told to report to my office. * 

I received no further inotructions and ended my tour of duty at 
the regular time*

files. In this connection, we are informed that Oswald 
attended the following Texas schools: Riglio Elementary 
School, Fort Worth, 1947 to 19S2j Ridge West Elementary 
School, Fort W^orth; Arlington Heights Elementary Schooli 
Fort Worth; Arlington Heights High School, Fort Worth, 
September 5, 1956 to September 28, 1956s and Crozier 
Tech High School, Dallas, January 14, 1963 to April 8, 

1963* 

In addition, the Commission would like to review any re- 
la ted psychiatric reports, any records maintained by the 
Fort Worth or Dallas Police Departments and any other 
f information in any State or local agency's possession 
which would assist the Commission in learning as much 
as possible about the background of Oswald, 

The Commission of course realizes the confidential char* 
,acter of much, if not all, of this information and hastens 
to assure you that it and the members of its staff will be 
accordingly governed in its use. 

Thank you for your cooperation in this matter* "

This doctor has been interviewed by the FBI and a private iuveO" 
tigator employed by Mr* Belli, 

Upon recommendation of Isidore I^iller, Jack Suby called on Octo-^ 
her BS, 19 o 5 and made an appointment for his elster, Eva Grant, 
for October 29* 19^3 - Jack Ihiby accompanied Eva Grant and waited 
while tne e^camination was conducted, Thie examination took about 
two hours. 

The doctor has known Jack I?uby for a number of years and has seen 
him sever£il times at the YMCa, 

Jack Huby was examined by Dr, Ulivitch on Dovecbcr 11, 19^3 i 
a cold and cough. The doctor prescribed IE capsules Tuasornolo, 
(An Antihistamine and decongestant cough syrup) and IE tablets 
of Terrostation (Phonetic), an Antibiotic and a drug for norv- 
ousness. 

These prescriptions were filled at Vfalgreen Drug Store, I3E1 
Commerce and refilled Ifovember 15 1 1963- 

During the examination , Jack Ihiby told the doctor that he had
